SAIGON Indochina Lf'—Vietminh 
forces stabbed southward in Viet 
Nam over the weekend, striking 
far below the dividing line set in 
the imminent cease-fire. 
The new attack, 180 miles north­ 
east of Saigon, came as Peiping 
radio trum peted a pledge by Red 
Vietminh chief Ho Chi Minh to 
' ‘liberate’* the lower half of the 
partitioned Indochina state. 
In North Viet Nam, which for­ 
mally passes into Vietminh hands 
tomorrow under the Geneva agree­ 
ment, the French got ready to 
evacuate up to one million civilians 
and fighting men. The giant opera­ 
tion is set to begin Wednesday. 
A French high command spokes­ 
m an said the rebel attack in the 
South began Saturday. He said the 
Vietminh struck at Nha Trang, on 
the China Sea coast. Rebel com­ 
mandos sabotaged several bridges 
In Nha Trang after Vietminh artil­ 
lery had bom barded the coastal 
town’s defenses. 
The rebels also attacked French 
and Vietnamese positions at Qui 
Nhon, IOO miles 
north of Nha 
Trang, and struck at Tuy Hoa, 
midway between the two towns. 
Other Vietminh forces brought 
pressure on Cheo Reo, a post 60 
miles southwest of Qui Nhon on 
central Viet Nam 's plateau. Gen.

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The Right To K now 
If one cardinal principle had been followed 
In all congressional investigations, there would 
be no problem now about proper procedures. 


Instead of trying to prescribe what these 
should be in the future, 
congressmen 
might 
agree on what they should have been in the 
past. 


A congressional investigating committee ex­ 
ercises a power that has been delegated to it 
by the House of Representatives or the U S. 
Senate. These two bodies, 
in 
turn, 
derive 
their power from the sovereign people of the 
United States. 
Thus, an investigating committee is exercis­ 
ing the people’s right to know the facts about 
a wide variety of subjects. 
The Constitution 
places no restrictions on its range of interest. 
But there is a restriction on the way it uses 
its range — a restriction imposed by the com­ 
position of Congress under the two-party sys­ 
tem of government. 
Each committee has a majority and a minor­ 
ity. It is a bipartisan committee. Each major 
political party bears direct responsibility for 
the committee’s work. Yet, through neglect and 
indifference, many congressional investigating 
committees have been allowed to function on 
a personal basis. 
One member of Congress, 
usually but 
not 
always the committee 
chairman, 
has 
beon 
allowed to use committee funds, personnel and 
prestige without consulting the other members. 
This would be inexcusable for 
other 
con­ 
gressional committees. It is inexcusable for in­ 
vestigating committees. 
,, 
Representative democracy is a technique of 
government that is still in the process of de­ 
velopment. While congressmen 
are 
studying 
the methods of investigation, their constituents 
would do well to study the methods of con­ 
gressmen — such as the method of concealing 
neglect by proposing reforms that wouldn't be 
needed if they had done what they were sup­ 
posed to do in the first place. 


Dynamic Democracy 
A great tragedy of the 20th century is the 
false impression that the Kremlin is the com­ 
mand post for worldwide revolution. 
The fact is the Kremlin is the command post 
for a counter-revolution against worldwide revo­ 
lution — the revolution against oppression. The 
most feared country behind the Iron Curtain is 
the United States, which has an irresistible ap­ 
peal for oppressed people throughout the earth. 
Thousands of them would run away from 
their oppressors if they could. Many thousands 
have run away — and since 1933. when it was 
founded, the International Rescue Committee 
has given direct aid to more than 100.000 of 
these. They came at first from Germany and 
its satellites. Today, they are coming from Rus­ 
sia and its satellites. 
The International Rescue Committee has made 
a statement that reveals what dynamic democ­ 


ra cy should bo doing to carry on tho rovolution 
of freedom. “ What we must do if we are to 
survive the present world struggle.’’ it sacs. 
“ is to convince the rest of the world that 
American anti-Comrnunism is a positive and 
creative, as well as a negative, thing We must 
show them by our deeds that not only do we 
oppose Communism, but also that we propose 
democracy, propose freedom and independence 
for all people, everywhere.’’ 
Everybody who understands Communism is 
opposed to it. But not everybody who under­ 
stands freedom is proposing freedom as the 
alternative to oppression and to the systematic 
depredation of human dignity practiced by ri.c- 
tatorships. 
Many beneficiaries of freedom are losing the 
revolution against oppression by default

Without the slightest knowledge of the proper 
pronunciation of any of the words in the fol­ 
lowing list — and all of them have been spelled 
this way because it was as close as some Eng­ 
lish-speaking person could come to their phon­ 
etic sound in the native tongue — these are a 
few tongue twisters that have come out of 
Indochina in the last few weeks:

Poe 
Thoun. Top Phan. In Cheun. Tiou Long. Ta 
Quang Bim. Nhiek Tioulong. Tran Van Do, 
Norodom Sihanouk.

Then of course there were Dienbienphu and 
the Phuly-Ninhbinh-Thaibinh Triangle. 
While these may be no more puzzling to an 
American ear than the sound of hundreds of 
English words would be to any Indochinese, the 
fact remains that it is hard for Americans to 
keep track of things they can't pronounce 
The trouble always has been with phonetic 
spellings in English of words from other lan­ 
guages. Take that Phuly-Nmhbinh-Thaibinh Tri­ 
angle. for instance. Anyone want to bet that 
could not have been spelled Foolie-Ninbin-Thav- 
bin? At least that would have looked like some­ 
thing pronounceable in English — and that s 
the whole idea of phonetic spelling.

These 
were set up by men who are now- 
dead. 
Tile Sloan - Kettering Founda­ 
tion. which is doing so much in 
cancer research, has been set up 
by men who are alive. 


ALTOGETHER t h e r e are ap­ 
proximately 
7,000 
foundations 
in the United States, of varying 
dimensions, with capital resources 
of 7.5 billion dollars and with an­ 
nual grants amounting to at least 
300 million dollars to a number of 
causes. The reason the figure is 
an estimate is that all the facts 
about foundations are not known. 
Two 
committees 
of 
Congress 
started investigations into the na­ 
ture and operations of foundations 
with unsatisfactory results. T h e 
Cox commi'tee died on the vine 
when its chairman. Eugene Cox, 
became ill and passed on; 
the 
Reece committee, headed by Rej>- 
resentative Carroll Reece, became 
involved 
in 
extraneous 
matters 
and its rep o rt is still awaited. 
The Reece committee set out to 
do four things: 
“ 1. To secure a full understand­ 
ing of the ground covered by the 
Cox committee as disclosed in the 
hearings it held, the files it main­ 
tained, and the report it rendered. 
2 To determine the dimensions 
of the subject to be investigated 
and studied, and to satisfy myself, 
(Norman Dodd. Director of Re­ 
search* as to its contents and its 
probable ramifications. 


3 To define the words' founda- 
tion,

political, and propaganda, in the 
sense in which they are used in 
HR 217 and. if possible, dispose of 
their controversial connotations.

THIS DEFINITION is too nar­ 
row. Suppose an agent of a for­

obeys all the rules and regula­ 
tions. but gives to his activities a 
twist 
which

States. 
I will cite the Aesopian phrase,

the result of a bill introduced by 
Rep. J. Arthur Younger, a Cali­ 
fornia Republican, to create a U S. 
Departm ent of Urbiculture. 
This departm ent would be to city 
folks what the U S. Departm ent 
of Agriculture is to the fellows who 
follow the furrows on the farm s. 
Well, plow me under, but who 
wants that? It is all well and good 
for Rep. Younger to point out that 
about 75 per cent of the nation’s 
population used to live on the farm 
but now 75 per cent live rn the 
cities. 
Everybody 
knows 
the 
reason 
these people moved to town was 
so they wouldn't have to keep on 
being a problem to the Departm ent 
of Agriculture. 
But having made the transition 
from farm bloc to city block, why 
should they have to worry about 
dealing with agents from a De­ 
partm ent of Citriculture? 
Parity is very simple for the 
farm er. When the government tells 
him he*s got parity, he knows he 
can trade in his car every other 
year for a new one. When he 
doesn’t have parity, he pawns the 
car and gives his overflow crops 
to his poor relatives. 
It is not so easy to arrange par­ 
ity for a city dweller. He is a 
rugged individualist, and the only 
crops he grows are window ger­ 
aniums and king size ulcers. It is 
hard to see how a federal Depart­ 
ment of Urbiculture can encourage 
a m arket for either. Surplus ulcers 
are even harder to dispose of than 
surplus butter. 
I talked, however, with a number 
of New Yorkers on the subject of 
creating 
a 
federal 
government 


branch devoted to the problems 
of city living. The reaction was 
rather limp. 
“ Would that be good or bad for 
the Dodgers?” asked a man from 
Brooklyn. 
A young lady inquired: 
“Never mind Urbiculture—'what­ 
ever that is. How about a federal 
Departm ent of Matrimony'*” 
Two 
other 
fellows 
said 
they 
were’t interested in the project as 
they already had jobs in City Hall. 
Another sa;d, “ Well, I hear t h e 
Departm ent of Agriculture passes 
out free seeds to fanners. If the 
Departm ent 
of 
Urbiculture 
will 
hand out free bus tokens. I’m not 
too much against the idea ” 
On the other hand, a num ber of 
disillusioned motorists couldn’t see 
the proposition at all. They were 
unable to figure how the federal 
government could solve the park­ 
ing problem. 
One patriotic citizen was indig­ 
nant at the m ere suggestion that 
a federal bureau would improve 
New- York. 
“ It has taken us 300 years to 
get into this m ess,” he said, “ and 
nobody in Washington can straight­ 
en it out.” 
Then he added grimly: 
“ C ongress is a great place to 
v isit—but I sure would hate to live 
there.” 
It looks like Urbiculture m a y 
have a hard row to hoe in this 
country.

Article Presents 
Helpful Suggestions 
For Outside Work 


NEW YORK — Perhaps y o u 
have been planning to give a new 
coat of color to the outside of your 
house during your free time this 
summer. 
If so, you’ll be Interested in an 
article on Page 60 of the August 
issue of "House and Garden." 
Ifs called "What You S h o u l d 
Know About Painting Your House." 
In addition to picturing and de­ 
scribing six a t t r a c t i v e color 
schemes for six different typos of 
houses, the article gives a score 
or more of practical suggestions 
as to how to go about painting 
the outside of your house. 
"The outside paint on a house 
not only gives it personality, but 
provides a protective skin against 
the elements all year long." the 
story says. "If you use modern, 
improved p a i n t s, the protection 
and good looks should, with proper 
care, last for five or six years. 
But even the best of paints can t 
do their work if applied under ad­ 
verse conditions,” warns the arti­ 
cle. 
Then, it advises: "If conditions 
exist that allow moisture to seep 
through the walls, remedy then at 
once. Never paint directly after a 
rainfall; wait until the walls are 
thoroughly dry. Conversely, avoid 
painting when walls are exposed 
to direct, hot sun. Always buy the 
best quality paint and see that it 
is thoroughly mixed and applied 
with the right brushes. Doing this 
will guarantee a first - class job. 
one that will last its e x p e c t e d 
span of life." 
With regard to the actual appli­ 
cation of paint. House and Garden 
lists 
a 3>6-to-4-inch 
brush 
f o r 
use on siding, a 2,j2-to-3-ineh brush 
for trim; a l-to-2-inch sash tool or 
angular sash tool brush for work 
around windows. It also empha­ 
sizes the importance of taking good 
care of your brushes so they will 
render the best and longest ser­ 
vice. 
In connection with the prevention 
of stains on painted walls, it ad­ 
vises: "Before you repaint your 
house, make certain that stains 
will not occur after the job is 
done. Unpainted copper and gal­ 
vanized iron surfaces, drain pipes, 
gutters and screens are the worst 
offenders. A zinc - dust paint, used 
as a primer, will prevent the metal 
from staining painted surfaces for 
several years. Spar varnish is also 
satisfactory for copper or bronze 
screens." 
There is a section, too. on esti­ 
mating the amount of paint you 
will need so that you will not have 
to make return trips to your paint 
store and so you will know’ in ad­ 
vance how much your painting ma­ 
terials will cost. 
After surfaces are correctly pre­ 
pared and the necessary tools and 
accessories are collected, the ar­ 
ticle says: "It is time to mix and 
prepare your paint properly so that 
you will achieve optimum results. 
In some localities, your dealer will 
mechanically mix t h e paint for 
you."

There is something extremely 
satisfactory 
and 
appropriate 
about a sturdy wood table for 
the porch, lawn or patio. 
When panted white or other 
matching color, it goes well with 
wrought - iron furniture; when 
s t a i n e d and varnished, with 
rustic furniture. Above all it is 
very’ easy to make and inexpen­ 
sive. 
The table shown here is made 
entirely of ordinary, sanded one- 
inch by four - inch finishing strip. 
It is nailed together with two- 
inch galvanized wire nails. No 
bolts, nuts, angle-irons or braces 
are used and it is as sturdy as 
an old oak ship. 
To make the table, first decide 
upon the size you want and then * 
construct a p l a i n frame, as 
shown running around under the 
top strips. 


N e x t , decide on a suitable 
height and cut 8 pieces to size. 
Nail two together at right angles 
to make the four legs. These are 
nailed to the inside comers of 
the frame aligned with the top 
edge of the frame. Lastly, lay 
the top strips which form the 
table top and nail into the top 
edge of the frame. The j o b 
should take any handy m a n 
about an hour or two. 
For those who want something 
a bit better, heavier lumber can 
be used and the parts assembled 
with galvanized screws instead of 
n a i l s . Very interesting effects 
can be developed by painting the 
legs and frame white and stain­ 
ing the top strips mahogany and 
then varnishing them.

Charged; ‘New Look* 
Said To Collapse 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska OP—Adlai 
Stevenson, breaking a five-day si­ 
lence on the Indochina peace settle­ 
ment signed in Geneva last week, 
yesterday charged that right-wing 
Republicans h a v e “ successfully 
identified negotiation with appease­ 
ment.” 
In 
his 
first 
and only major 
speech on an Alaska vacation, the 
unsuccessful Democratic standard 
bearer in 
the 
1952 presidential 
campaign said of the Indochina 
settlement: 
“This is the sorry sequel of all 
the foolish, 
boastful 
Republican 
talk about liberation of the en­ 
slaved nations, about unleashing 
Chiang-Kai-shek, seizing the initia­ 
tive, a new look on foreign policy, 
no more little wars as in Korea, 
and. finally, that threatening talk 
by the secretary of state and the 
vice president about massive atom­ 
ic retaliation which scared our 
Allies half to death, if not our 
enemies. 
“All these bold words and ring­ 
ing slogans of the past two years 
sound a little hollow now. The 
‘new look’ collapsed at the first 
test. The administration was not 
prepared to fight, nor could it neg­ 
otiate, because the right-wing Re­ 
publicans have successfully iden­ 
tified 
negotiation 
with 
appease­ 
ment. 
“Unable to fight, unable to nego­ 
tiate, unable even to speak with 
a coherent tongue, U.S. foreign 
policy defaulted and France sal­ 
vaged what she could out of the 
endless, weary war in Indochina.” 
Not only did the Communists add 
valuable and 
strategic area 
to 
their domain, Stevenson said, but 
they 
threw 
the 
Western 
Allies 
“ into 
confusion 
and 
dissension, 
Russia’s greatest goal and dearest 
dream.” 
The former governor of Illinois 
said 
the 
Indochina 
settlement, 
which calls for the partition of 
Viet Nam into Communist and pro- 
Western halves, ended the shooting 
but Communist China “has staked 
out another menacing salient into 
free Asia and enveloped 13 million 
people.” 
“ In Indochina,” Stevenson said,! 
•'the West suffered its worst dis­ 
aster since the loss of China.” i 
The blame, “the original sin,” 
for the “misfortune” in Indochina 
rests with France, Stevenson said, j 
Noting that England and Hol­ 
land, at the conclusion of World 
War II, granted independence to 
many of their Asian possessions 
and by so doing prevented Nation­ 
alist uprising which the Commu­ 
nists would exploit, Stevenson said: 
“Had France done likewise and 
granted genuine independence in 
orderly, sincere stages to Viet Nam 
there very likely would have been 
no war in Indochina.” 
But he said the “blame for the 
collapse of our policy in Asia re­ 
mains our responsibility.” 
“And, he warned, “we shall fail 
again and again unless we profit 
from this experience.”

The National Safety C o u n c i l 
estimates that 187.500 children and 
adults in the United States suffered 
accidental poisoning last y e a r . 
with 1,250 deaths. 
Aroused by the large number of 
children who raid medicine chests 
and 
sw allo w 
bizarre 
substances 
with dire results, the Illinois chap­ 
ter of the American A c a d e m y of 
Pediatrics has launched a cam ­ 
paign of prevention and treatment. 
A committee headed by Dr. Ed­ 
ward Press of Illinois University 
has made an analysis of hundreds 


iS substances 
stating their 
ing the usual 


of common poison* 
found rn the home 
trade names and g; 
effect of each poison, together with 
the best antidotes. 
This information has been made 
available to a group of Chicago 
hospitals where, out of a total of 
155 juvenile poisoning victims re­ 
ceived since last November 15. not 
a single one died and only 63 re­ 
quired long hospitalization periods.

BUT DO TOI* real.re that de­ 
spite all that is said and written 
about safety of the baby and young 
child, practically nothing is men­ 
tioned about training the young­ 
ster to avoid danger* 
Parents are advised to reason 
and explain and to intercept the 
child till such time as he man­ 
ages himself safely. 
But he needs to learn to avoid 
these dangers long before he can 
reason why. if he is to keep alive 
He learns this best by means of 
physical pain immediately a n d 
consistently applied, and connected 
with the simple word * No.” 
Many people feel that a l i t t l e 
child must never be spanked, even 
to save his life. Yet there s no 
conclusive scientific e v i d e n c e 


available that can im piemen! th. 5 
widely accepted belief. 
The bulk of commos sense and
